September  15ih,  ISl.*. 

Sta — I have  the  honor  to  conimuni? 
cate,  for  the  inforniation  of  the  War  Do* 
purtment  the  particulars  of  the  adv  tneo 
of  the  enemy  into  the  territory  of  the 
United  Slates,  the  cirrumstrinces  attend- 
ing the  siege  of  Hlattsburg,  and  the  de- 
fence of  the  ixjs's  entrusted  to  m}> 
charge. 

The  floTcnior  General  of  the  CanadaS) 
Sir  George  Prevost,  having  ccllected  alt 
the  dispus.tblc  force  in  Lower  Canada, 
with  a view  of  conquering  the  country 
as  far  as  Crown  Point  and  Tkonderoga, 
entered  the  territories  of  the  United 
•States  on  the  first  of  the  month,  and  oc- 
cupied the  village  of  Champlain  ; there 
avowed  his  intentions,  and  issued  orders 
and  proclamations  tending  to  dissuade 
t.he  people  from  their  allegiance,  and  imi 
viting  them  lo  rurnish  his  army  with  pro* 
visions.  He  immediately  began  to  trn- 
press  the  waggons  and  teams  in  the  vi- 
cinity, and  loaded  them  with  his  heavy 
baggage  and  s'orcs.  From  this  I was 
persuaded  ho  intended  to  attack  this 
place.  I had  but  just  returned  from 
the  lines,  where  I had  commanded  a fine 
brigade,  which  was  broken  up  to  form' 
the  division  under  Maj.  Gen.  Izard,  or- 
dered  to  the  westward.  Being  senior 
officer,  he  leh  me  in  command  ; and,  «3f- 
cept  the  four  companies  of  the  6tb  regi- 
ment, I had  not  an  organized  battalioR 
among  those  remaining.  The  garrison 
was  composed  of  convalescents  and  rr- 
cruits  of  the  new  regiments — all  in  thS 
greatest  confusion,  as  well  as  the  ord* 
nance  and  stor-js,  and  the  works  in  no 
Slate  of  defence. 

To  create  an  emulation  and  zeal 
mong  the  officers  and  men  in  completing 
the  works,  I divided  them  into  cletaclt- 
ments,  and  placed  them  near  the  s;  veral 
forts  ; declaring  in  orders,  that  each  d*s 
tachment  was  the  garrison  of  its  owe 
work,  and  bound  to  defend  it  to  the  lart 
extremity. 

The  enemy  advanced  cautiously  and 
by  short  marches,  and  our  soldiers  work- 
ed day  and  night ; bo  that  by  the  tune  he 
made  his  appearance  before  the  place, 
we  were  prepared  to  leccive  him. 

General  P/.ird  named  the  principal 
work  Fort  Moreau,  and  to  remind  the 
troops  of  the  actions  of  their  brave  coun- 
trymen, 1 called  the  redoubt  on  the  righf 
Fart  Erasun,  and  that  on  the  left  Fore 
Soot:.  Besides  these  three  works,  wo 
have  two  block  bouses  strongly  fortified. 

Finding,  on  examining  the  retiiriis  of 
the  garrison,  that  our  force  die  ;toi  ex«» 
ceed  fifteen  hundred  effective  men  fo;‘ 
duty,  and  well  informed  that  the  enemy 
bad  as  many  thousands,  I called  on  Gen/ 
Mooers,  of  the  New-York  militia,  am? 
arranged  with  him  plans  for  bringinty 
forth  the  militia  en  masse.  The  inhalvi- 
latits  of  the  village  fled  with  their  fami- 
lies and  effects,  except  a few  worthy  citU 
Eens  and  some  boys,  who  formed  themvi 
selves  into  a party,  received  rifles,  and 
were  exceedingly  useful.  By  the  fourth 
of  the  month,  Gen.  Mooors  collected  a- 
bout  seven  hundred  militia,  and  advanced 
seven  miles  on  the  Beckman  Town  road 
to  watch  the  motions  of  the  enemy,  and 
to  skirmish  with  him  as  he  advanced ; 
also  to  obstruct  the  roads  with  fallerl 
trees,  and  to  break  up  the  bridges. 

On  the  Lake  Road  at  Dead  CrecUf 
Bridge,  I posted  two  hundred  men  urt# 
dcr  Uapt.  Spronl  of  the  13th  regt.  with 
orders  Xocbhatis  the  woods,  to  place  ob- 
structions in  the  road  and  to  fortify  hirer- 
self;  to  this  party  I added  two  field  piew 
CCS.  In  advance  of  that  position,  was 
Lieut.  Cnl.  Appling,  with  119  riflemeir, 
watching  the  movements  of  the  enemy, 
and  procuring  intelligence.  It  was 
certained,  that  before  day  light  on  the 
slxtli,  the  enemy  would  advance  in  two 
rolumns,  on  the  two  roads  before  meriB 
tioned,  dividing  at  Sampson’s,  a little  be- 
fore Chazy  village.  The  column  on  the 
Beckman  Town  road  proceeded  most 
rapioly  ; the  militia  skinnished  with  hia 
advanced  parties,  and,  except  a few  brave 
men,  fell  back  most  precipitately  in  the 
greatest  disorder,  notwithstanding  the 
British  troops  did  not  deign  to  fire  ofi 
them,  except  by  their  flankers  and  ad- 
vanced pati'olcs.  The  night  previews,  I 
ordered  Major  Vvool  to  advance  w it  a 
detachment  of  250  men  to  support  tho 
militia,  and  set  them  an  example  of  firnt* 
ness  Also,  Capt.  Leonard  of  the  light 
ariillcry  was  directed  to  proceed  with 
two  pieces  to  be  on  the  ground  beloro 
day  ; yet  he  did  not  make  his  appearance 
until  8 o’clock,  when  the  enemy  had  aps 
proached  within  two  miles  of  the  village. 
With  his  conduct,  therefore,  I am  not 
well  pleased.  Major  Wool,  with  his 
parly,  disputed  the  road  w ith  great  ob- 
stinacy, but  the  miruia  could  not  be  pre- 
vailed on  tn  stand,  notwitiistanding  tlia 
exertions  ot  their  general  ami  staff  offi- 
cers ; although  the  fields  were  dividcil 
by  strong  stone  walls,  and  tbey  were  told 
that  the  enemy  could  not  possibly  cut 
tjtcrn  ofTj.  Tlio  Si»tc  dra^OTS  of  NsfUA 


York  wear  red  coals,  and  they  being  on 
the  heights  to  watch  the  enemy,  gave 
constant  alarm  to  the  niilnia,  who,  mis- 
took them  lor  the  enemy,  and  feared  his 
getting  in  their  rear.  Finning  the  ene- 
my’s columns  had  penetrated  within  a 
mile  of  Plaiisburgh,  1 dispatched  my  aid- 
de-camp,  Lieut.  liiiot,  to  bring  off  the  de- 
tachment at  Dead  Creek,  and  to  inform 
Lieut.  Col.  Appling  tliat  I wi  h.  d him  to 
fall  on  the  enemy’s  right  flank.  The 
colonel  lortunately  arrived  just  in  time  to 
save  his  retreat  and  to  fall  in  with  the 
head  of  a column  debouching  Iroin  the 
V’ootls.  Here  he  poured  in  a destructive 
fire  from  his  riflemen  at  rest,  and  contin- 
ued to  annoy  the  columi'  until  he  formed 
a junction  with  Major  Wool.  The  field 
pieces  did  considerable  execution  among 
the  enemy’s  columns.  So  undaunted, 
however,  was  the  enemy,  that  he  never 
deployed  in  his  whole  march,  always  pres- 
sing on  in  col  .mil.  Finding  that  every 
road  was  full  of  troops,  crowding  on  us 
on  all  sides,  1 ordered  the  fir  Id  pieces  to 
retire  across  the  bridge  and  form  a bat- 
tery for  its  protection,  and  to  cover  the 
retreat  of  the  infantry,  which  was  accord- 
inglv  done.  Sc  the  pirties  of  ji/ifilmg  and 
IVool,  as  well  as  'hat  of  Hfirout,  retired  al- 
ternately, keeping  up  a brisk  fire  uitul 
they  got  under  cover  < f the  wo'  ks.  TIi.- 
enemy  s light  troops  occupied  the  houses 
near  the  bridge,  and  kept  up  a constant 
firing  from  the  windows  and  balconies, 
and  annoyed  ns  much  I ordered  tiiem 
to  be  driven  out  with  hot  shot,  whicii 
soon  put  the  houses  in  flames,  and  oblig- 
ed tliese  sharp  shooters  to  retire.  'J'he 
whoh-  day  until  it  was  too  late  to  sec,  the 
«iw;iny  s light  tioops  endeavored  to  drive 
our  guards  IVoni  the  bridge,  bunhey  suf- 
fei  cd  d(  arlv  for  their  peiseveranre  An 
auempt  w.ts  also  made  to  cross  the  upper 
bi’Klge,  where  the  militia  handsomely 
drov  e them  back. 

The  column  which  marched  by  the 
lak.  load,  was  much  impeded  by  the  ob- 
»u>i'  i.ris.  and  the  removal  of  the  btidge 
at  D ati  Creek,  and,  as  it  passed  the  creek 
and  ueacli,  the  gallics  kept  up  a lively  tc 
galiiuj.  fire. 

Oni  troops  being  now  all  on  the  south 
side  oi  the  Saranac.  I directed  the  planks 
to  be  taken  off  the  bridges  and  piled  up 
in  the  form  of  breast-works  to  cover  our 
parties  intended  for  disputing  the  pas- 
sage, which  afterwaids  enabled  us  to  hold 
the  bridges  against  very  superior  num- 
bets. 

F oni  the  7th  to  the  1 Uh,  the  enemy 
Was  inployed  in  getting  on  his  batteiing 
tra  Old  erecting  his  batteries  ai.d  ap- 
pr  . h.  s,  and  constantly  skirmisning  at 
t!  iridges  aiid  lord.  By  this  time  tlie 
ri  a of  New-Yofk,  and  the  voluiitccrs 
O'  V,;rn,oi!t,  were  pouring  in  Irom  all 
q li  ters  I advised  gen.  Moot! s to  keep 
111-  force  along  the  Saranac,  to  prevent 
til.  enemy's  cossing  the  river,  and  to 
S'  ;id  a s'roiig  body  in  his  rear  to  harrass 


generosity — and  the  Governor  left  a note 
with  a surgeon,  lequesiing  the  humane 
attention  ol  the  Commanding  (ieneral. 

Vast  quantities  of  provision  were  left 
behind  and  destroyed,  also  an  immense 
quantity  of  bomb-shells,  cannon-balls, 
grape-shot,  ammunition,  flints,  £cc.  Sec. 
intrenching  tools  of  all  sons,  also  tents  Sc 
marquees.  A great  deal  has  been  found 
concealed  in  the  ponds  and  creeks,  and 
hurried  in  the  ground,  and  a vast  quanti- 
ty carried  ofT  by  the  inhabitants  Such 
was  the  precipitance  of  his  retreat,  that 
lie  arrived  at  Chazy,  a distance  of  eight

ture, we,  of  course,  know  nothing  of  it 
The  mass  of  letters,  and  ex' facts  of  It  i- 
tei  s,  which  this  communica’iion  embraces, 
allowed  to|be  made  public,  is  considera- 
bie.  Taken  in  connexion  with  the  nies 
sage  of  the  10th  insl.  they  jiresent  a com- 
plete vi.  vv  nf  executive  proceedings  f u 
the  restoration  of  peace  between  the  U. 
.St  tics  and  Great  Britain,  from  April, 
18l3i  to  the  middle  of  last  August. 

Our  readers  will  not  expect,  in  a turn- 
mary  hastily  thrown  together,  a very  pre- 
cise account  of  the  contents  of  these  do- 
cuiiiciTts.  This,  indeed,  would  be  im- 
possible ; for  a great  portion  of  them  is 
argumentative,  and,  ibcrefore,  not  sus- 
ceptible of  abbreviation.  The  following 
outline,  however,  is  substantially  correct. 

The  message  of  to-tlay  consists  of  a 
scries  of  letters  from  Mr.  Monroe,  Sc- 
ci  clary  of  State,  lo  our  commissioners, 
addressed  lo  them  at  the  lime  of  their 
deparuie  from  this  country,  and  al  St.  Pe- 
ersburg,  Gottenburg,  and  Ghent.  The 
dales  are,  from  the  ISlli  of  April,  1813, 
t<)  the  lull  of  .August.  1814, both  inclu- 
sive 

The  first  letter  (that  of  April  ISth, 
1813)  IS  the  most  iii'crcsting  ; because 
it  was  written  before  the  downfall  of  the 
Erciicli  power  in  Eurojie,  and  shows  the 
terms  uimn  woicli,  when  England  was 
niucii  embarrassed  with  weighty  wars 
near  borne,  the  United  Stales,  were  wil- 
ling lo  conclu.ie  a treaty  of  peace  with 
her.
